NEGLECT of the complexion,

REPORTING A TERROR METWORK NOT RUN BY THE STATE 


In Berlin, Sefton Delmer was talking to a man 
who ten days ago was a prisoner of the Russians. 
This man, like many other Germans, has spent the 
first five years of peace behind the Iron Curtain. 
He brings back with him the first documented story 
of a terrorist organisation working inside Russia, 


BERLIN. 

E had not changed 
H anything like as much 

as I had expected. If 
you allow for the fact that 
I had not seen Victor von 
Ilenckel-Donnersmarck for 
16 years, and that there 
had been’a war in between, 
those silvery strands in his 
hair, that slight twitch in 
his right eyelid—they could 
be written off as the normal 
ravages of time.

Sometimes in isolation

Their Secrets

What IL have 
learned about Russia from 
Victor and the. other recent- 
ly returned prisoners | have 
spoken to here in Germany 
is more illuminating than 
anything [ sathered on my 
own carefully shepherded 
visits to Russia, or what I 
have heard from ‘diplomat 
friends who have returned 
from there since. 


For these Germans had 


been sent to work in parts 
of Sovict Russia which no 
foreigner has been permit- 
ted to visit. , 


Three of the men 1 talkea 
with had been working in 
Russia’s top seeret indus- 
trinl area east of the Urals. 


They had been there 
building factories and bor- 
ing mines around Karapas 
and Karaganda, 


They have put up new 
works in the secret town 
called Asbest, after the as- 
bestos works in the neigh- 
bourhood. 


Vietor himself had work- 
ed in and around Mos- 
cow all the time. All of 
them talked with awe of the 
gigantic expansion of the 
Soviet armaments industry, 
and the ruthless haste with 
which the new buildings 
are being put up. 


At Tkibuli, near Tiflis, » 
new mine, called the Molo- 
tov Mine, started production 
this February. 


Work on it had only be- 
gun in 1947. At Kuthaif, 
in Georgia, the Russians 
have built up entirely with 
German prisoner labour the 
Opel motor-car factory 
which they had removed 
after dismantling it near 
Berlin. 


Only two shops had been 
put up by February 1949, 
when mty ex-tank officer in- 
formant arrived. 


In Production 


At the time he left in De- 
eember the machinery, 
which when he arrived had 
been standing around in 
crates outside, had all been 
installed in newly built 
shops. By now, he says, 
the works are sure to be in 
full production. , 

Construction of the vast 
manganese works near by 
had begun early in 1946. 


They were in production by 
the end of 1949 with machi- 
nery supplied by the Sovict- 
owned factories of Eastern 
Germany, 


It was the same story with 
the new coal-pits constructed at 
Karabas: the jet aireraft fac- 
tories at Smolensk; and the 
paper and pulp works.at Antrop- 
china, near Leningrad, 


Productlon in the pits and 
factories, however, was low and 
costly in terms of the manpower 
employcd. 


Work was Tong and arduous 
everywhere, I learned. 

Any time off granted for holi- 
days or political celebrations had 
to be made up by extra work. 


That apptied to Russians as well 
as Germun labour, 
“Last year," sald Victor, “the 


shop Iwas in worked 23 weeks - 


on end without a break; 23 
weeks without a Sunday.” 


On the whole the Germans’ 
relations with their Russian 
fellow workers seem to have 
been friendly. At least with Rus- 
sians below the rank of nachal- 
nik, as the foremen are called.. 


They Beg 


NHE Germans were as sorry 
for the Russlans as they 
were for themselves. In many 
places the Germans with even 
their meagre prisoners’ fare felt 
better off than the Russians, who 
had to pay for their own food 
out of their miserable wares of 
between 200 and 300 roubles a 
month. 


What that is) you will realise 
when bread cost one rouble a Ib., 
margarine 2.50 roubles a Tb. and 
butter 32 roubles u 1. And those 
are the new reduced prices. 


Often the Russian workers 
would beg. from their German 
comrades. “Lend me a rouble,” 
they would say, “so that I can 
buy myself n picce of bread.” 
And they meant it. 


To me, however, the most fas- 
cinating plece of news that these 
men have brought out with them 
is that there docs exist, in at 
last one area of the Sovict Union, 
a resistance organisation which 
Ja successfully defylng the Com-

Victor was the first to tell 
me about the organisation.

When they had killed 
him they walked out and called 
the sentry. ‘We have just dane 
in a good-for-nothing,’ they told 
the sentry, and walked off. No- 
thing was done to them. The 
sentries were too afraid.” 


The head of aman who had 
squealed was sent to a political 
commissir wilh a note which 
said, “Reward for good work.’' 


Worries 


T was no use transferring 4 
man from one camp to an- 
other for safety, said Kirchei, be- 
cause the organisation has 
branches everywhere, 


At present thls Mafia ts still 
non-political. But don’t forget 
that Stalin himself in his carly 
days in Georgin used purcly 
criminal organisations to further 
the Communist Party's political 
ends. 


The Russian name for the 
organisation is a word which is 
Pronounced “worries.”
